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Dexter-Alma Heights Water District ("Dexter-Alma"), Joe Dan Taylor, Charles 

Boren, and Pat Paschall (collectively "the Respondents") filed a motion for use of 

electronic fi ling procedures ("Motion for Electronic Fil ing") on March 23, 2018. In 

support of the request to use the electronic filing procedures per 807 KAR 5:001 , 

Section 8, Dexter-Alma stated that the use of such procedures will reduce the parties' 

costs associated with this case and would not prejudice the parties, potential parties, 

the public or the Commission.1 Dexter-Alma also stated that the use of electronic filing 

procedures would reduce the cost of the proceedings to all potential parties and allow 

for greater transparency and public awareness by enabling the documents fi led in the 

case to be immediately posted to the Commission's website.2 

Pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 8(1 ), an applicant is permitted to use 

electronic filing procedures upon a timely election or upon order of the Commission in a 

1 Motion for Use of Electronic Filing Procedures (filed March 23, 2018) at 1 and 2.

case that the Commission has initiated on its own motion . This case was initiated upon 

Commission 's Order filed January 11 , 2018. The Commission finds that in the instant 

case no party has sought intervention. Further, Dexter-Alma's counsel promptly 

requested electronic filing on March 23, 2018, upon filing their entry of appearance on 

March 16, 2018. 

The Commission finds that Dexter-Alma's Motion for Electronic Filing should be 

granted. 

The Commission, having considered the motion and finding good cause, 

HEREBY ORDERS that: 

1. Dexter-Alma's Motion for Electronic Filing for this case is granted . 

2. All documents submitted in this proceeding shall comply with the 

Commission's rules of procedure as set forth in 807 KAR 5:001 , and any deviation from 

these rules shall be submitted in writing to the Commission for consideration. 

3. Any party f iling a paper shall upload an electronic version using the 

Commission 's E-Filing System and shall file the original and one copy in paper medium. 

4. Any request for confidential treatment of material submitted shall conform 

to the requirements of 807 KAR 5:001 , Section 13. 

5. Materials submitted to the Commission that do not comply with the rules of 

procedure or that do not have an approved deviation are subject to rejection pursuant to 

807 KAR 5:001, Section 3. 
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
